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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Cha  irman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Twenty- Third  Annual  Report  as  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer,  which  is  the  49th  of  the  series. 

It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  during  the  year  under  review  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  general  nutrition  has  been  maintained  in  school  children. 
Cleanliness,  although  showing  tremendous  improvement,  still  requires  concentrated 
effort  by  the  School  Nursing  Service,  especially  in  relation  to  head  infestation. 

No  notification  of  diphtheria  in  respect  of  school  children  has  been  received 
during  the  past  eight  years  and  the  diphtheria  immunisation  programme  has  been 
quite  satisfactory.  During  1957  only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  (non-paralytic) 
was  notified,  compared  with  the  previous  year's  figure  of  35  cases.  Poliomyelitis 
vaccination  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year  and  more  recently  has  assumed 
quite  enormous  proportions.  In  this  respect,  a  special  tribute  should  be  paid 
to  the  teaching  staffs  of  the  schools  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout 
the  year;  more  especially,  in  relation  to  the  poliomyelitis  immunisation 
programme  where  they  have  been  a  tower  of  strength.  More  and  more  demands  seem 
to  be  made  on  the  schools  to  assist  in  the  Health  programme,  and  even  although 
from  time  to  time  it  is  felt  that  this  is  an  inconvenience  to  the  school,  there 
is  a  degree  of  satisfaction  as  the  carrying  out  of  the  many  immunisation 
programmes  is  a  practical  lesson  in  health  education  which  impinges  directly  on 
teacher  and  child. 

The  work  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  has  continued  satisfactorily 
and  during  the  course  of  the  year  611  operations  for  tonsillectomy  and  adenoid- 
ectomy  were  performed.  This  was  a  marked  increase  over  the  previous  year  when 
there  was  a  suspension  of  routine  operations  during  the  prevalence  of  poliomyelitis 
and  when  the  number  of  operations  performed  was  351, 

The  Eye  Service  has  continued  to  do  valuable  work  and  has  functioned  satis¬ 
factorily  throughout  the  year. 

In  the  autumn  of  1957  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Asian  Flu  in  the  town.  School 
attendance  dropped  to  fifty  per  cent  at  one  period  of  the  epidemic.  The  epidemic 
lasted  two  to  three  weeks  but  in  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  close  a  school 
either  because  of  the  absence  of  pupils  or  teachers. 

In  September  the  new  Woodlands  Special  School  was  opened.  This  school, 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Education,  is  a  special  day  school  for  educationally 
subnormal  pupils.  The  pupils  from  the  Special  Class  at  St,  Peter's  C/E  School, 
which  is  now  closed,  were  transferred  to  Woodlands  School, 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Ministry  of  Education  Circular  No.  312 
dated  11th  September  1956,  the  scheme  for  tuition  of  children  in  hospital  was 
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inaugurated.  The  first  tuition  was  provided  in  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  on  8th 
January,  1957  and  in  Cherry  Tree  Hospital  in  February,  1957. 

Publicity  has  been  given  in  the  schools  and  clinics  to  the  strong  association 
which  exists  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer*  Large  posters  have  been  exhibited 
and  book  marks  with  this  warning  are  being  distributed  to  school  leavers  in  all 
schools  in  the  town. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining  an  adequate  staff 
of  full  time  dental  surgeons*  The  orthodontic  service  continues  to  fulfil  a 
real  need  and  the  increased  demand  on  the  service  indicates  that  the  parents  are 
continuing  to  be  tooth  eonseiouso  During  the  course  of  the  year  an  x-ray  machine 
has  been  installed  at  the  Branch  School  Clinic,  Heaton  Moor  Road,  A  dark  room 
has  been  equipped  for  developing  the  x-ray  films  taken  there  in  connection  with 
dental  work, 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Director  of  Education,  Dr,  E,  Gwyn  Thomas,  and  his  staff 
for  providing  information  for  inclusion  in  this  Report  and  for  their  consideration 
and  help  in  connection  with  this  special  branch  of  the  Education  Committee8 s  work; 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
service  and  response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  on  them. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and 
consideration  which  has  been  shown  by  you,  Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
to  the  members  of  the  School  Health  Service  throughout  the  year,

II  o  CO-ORDINATION 

(a)  With  General  Practitioners 

Satisfactory  liaison  has  continued  with  many  practitioners  in  the  town0  From 
these  doctors  information  is  received  from  time  to  time  about  handicapped  children 
under  their  care  for  whom  the  facilities  offered  by  the  School  Health  Service 
are  requested,,  Many  of  the  children  who  attend  the  Aural  Clinic  and  the  Eye 
Clinic  are  referred  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners, 

( b)  With  Hospitals 

The  arrangements  outlined  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  have  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily,  whereby  medical  reports  on  children  who  have  attended  the  Out 
Patients11  Department  of  the  Stock  part  Infirmary  or  who  have  been  in-patients  at 
Stepping  Hill  Hospital  or  at  the  Infirmary,  are  sent  to  the  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer,  The  visiting  Specialists  who  conduct  the  Eye  Clinics  and  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  Clinics  which  are  held  at  the  Central  School  Clinic,  are  also  on 
the  staff  of  the  local  hospitals;  thus  continuity  of  supervision  is  ensured. 
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( c)  With  the  Health  Department 

Information  concerning  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  is  supplied 
by  the  Health  Department  from  the  Health  Visitors'  records  of  home  visits  and 
clinic  attendances*

(c)  Statistics  of  Medical  Inspection 

The  Statistical  Tables  relating  to  the  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  carried 
out  during  the  year  are  shown  on  page  37  .  The  number  of  Periodic  Medical 
Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  was  8,545  compared  with  9,685  last  year. 
The  number  of  Special  Inspections  was  95  and  the  number  of  Re-Inspections  was 
9,987  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  66  Special  Inspections  and  10,136 
Re-Inspections  last  year. 

The  number  of  visits  to  schools  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  Periodic  Medical  Inspections  was  609  as  compared  with  688  in  1956,

(b)  Infestation  with  Vermin 

The  School  Nurses  continue  to  pay  regular  visits  to  the  schools  to  examine 
children  for  the  presence  of  infestation.  This  year  77,143  inspections  of 
pupils  were  made  as  compared  with  84,528  inspections  in  1956,  Out  of  a  total 
of  21,618  on  the  rolls  1,615  individual  children  were  found  to  be  unclean  or 
7C 47  per  cent  of  the  children  on  the  rolls.  In  1956,  16,37  per  cent  of  the 
children  on  the  rolls  were  found  to  be  unclean.  Although  these  figures  are  an 
improvement  on  those  for  1947  when  more  frequent  cleanliness  inspections  were 
started,  there  is  still  considerable  room  for  improvement.  The  nursing  staff 
is  handicapped  in  that  it  has  no  power  to  cleanse  those  members  of  the  household 
who  are  not  of  school  age  and  consequently  it  is  not  possible  to  deal  with  the 
source  of  infestation.

Table  V,  page  43 ,  shows  that  123  sessions  were  devoted  to  the  inspection  of 
25,780  pupils  in  school.

V  »  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

(a)  Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria  »  1957 

During  the  year,  immunisation  of  children  of  school  age  has  continued  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  total  number  of  children  of  the  ages  5-15  years  inclusive, 
completely  immunised  was  2,760  (including  2,364  children  also  immunised  in 
previous  years )0 
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It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  the  number  17,  868  of  children  of  school 
age  (5  -  15  years)  immunised  up  to  the  end  of  December,  1957,  was  81  per  cent  of 
the  children  of  these  age  groups  in  the  Borough. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurring  during  the  year  amongst  the  22  050 
children  comprising  the  school  population*  This  figure  includes  557  Stockport 
Grammar  School  pupils*

VI  »  FOLLOWING^5  UP 


( a)  General 

The  children  who  are  found  at  the  periodic  medical  inspections  to  have  defects 
requiring  treatment  or  observation  are  followed  up  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
at  their  subsequent  visits  to  the  schools.  The  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools 
and  the  School  Nurses  are  informed  of  the  names  of  those  children  who  require  to 
be  followed  up  and  are  therefore  able  to  ascertain  whether  the  recommendations 
made  have  been  implemented.  In  those  cases  where  the  recommendations  are  not 
being  carried  out  through  default  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  the  School  Nurses 
visit  the  homes  of  the  children  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  parents.  In  this 
connection  the  number  of  visits  to  the  schools  during  the  year  was  288  and  the 
number  of  home  visits  was  306, 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Head  Teachers  for  their  co¬ 
operation  in  ensuring  that  our  school  children  receive  the  attention  they  need, 
and  that  defects  are  not  neglected.

(B)  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

(a)  Unci eanl iness 

The  removal  of  lice  and  nits  from  the  hair  of  infested  children  is  primarily 
the  responsibility  of  the  parents.  When  infestation  is  found  by  the  School 
Nurse,  the  parents  of  the  infested  children  are  informed  and  asked  to  cleanse 
the  children  forthwith,.  Only  when  the  parents  have  failed8  after  repeated 
requests,  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  satisfactorily,  are  the  children  cleansed 
compulsorily  at  one  of  the  School  Clinics*  In  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases 
seen,  the  parents  do  make  an  effort  to  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  School 
Nurses,  and  are  prepared  to  bring  their  children  to  the  Clinic,  if  necessary,  for 
cleansing  to  be  carried  out  under  supervision*  However  there  remains  a  hard 
core  of  difficult  cases  who  are  impervious  to  persuasion,  and  for  these  there 
appears  to  be  no  alternative  but  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  compulsorily.  During 
the  year  there  were  no  attendances  at  the  Store  Street  Centre*

The  visiting  ophthalmologists  attended  at  the  Central  School  Clinic  on  three 
sessions  each  week  to  examine  children  referred  to  the  Clinic,  In  addition  to 
examining  children  for  defective  vision,  the  visiting  Specialists  advise  on  the 
treatment  of  external  eye  diseases  and  certify  cases  of  blindness  and  partial 
sightedness  among  schoolchildren.

Children  are  seen  by  appointment  at  this  Clinic,  Medical  Officers  from  the 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  of  the  Infirmary  visit  on  Friday  afternoons  each 
week  to  examine  the  children  referred  to  the  Clinic,  A  daily  treatment  clinic 
is  held  for  those  children  who  have  been  ordered  treatment  by  the  medical  officers, 
Children  recommended  for  operative  treatment  are  admitted  to  Stepping  Hill  Hos¬ 
pital,,

During  the  year  140  children  were  tested  on  the  Pure  Tone  Audiometer  by  the 
Audiometrician,  This  instrument  enables  the  type  and  degree  of  deafness  to  be 
accurately  determined. 

(ns)  Pure  Tone  Sweep  Audiometry., 

A  scheme  for  the  testing  of  children's  hearing  in  schools  was  inaugurated  at 
the  beginning  of  1955,  The  tests  are  carried  out  on  a  Pure  Tone  Sweep  Audiometer 
which  is  operated  by  an  Audiometrician  who  has  been  trained  at  the  Department  of 
Education  of  the  Deaf,  The  University,  Manchester, 

From  the  following  table  it  will  be  observed  that  out  of  a  total  number  of  4f 585 
children  examined  161  were  found,  on  re-test,  to  have  a  hearing  loss  of  more 
than  35  decibels0  These  children  were  subsequently  referred  to  the  Aural 
Surgeon,  their  own  general  practitioner,  or  to  the  Stockport  Infirmary  for

(e)  Child  Guidance 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  policy  and  administration 
of  the  Clinic,  Children  and  their  families  have  been  seen  for  diagnostic  and 
therapeutic  interviews  at  the  Heaton  Moor  Clinic,  and  some  have  been  asked  to 
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attend  the  Psychiatric  Centre  at  Booth  Hall  Children's  Hospital  for  further 
investigations  (e.  g.  psychological  tests,  eleetroencephalvjgraphic  examination). 
It  has  not  been  possible  to  admit  any  children  to  hospital  for  psychiatric 
investigation  and  treatment  owing  to  the  absence  of  beds  for  this  purpose. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  in  a  few  cases,  such  admission  would  have  materially 
shortened  the  course  of  the  illness  or  modified  its  outcome,  and  it  is  hoped  that, 
within  the  near  future,  a  few  psychiatric  beds  will  become  available  at  Booth 
Hail  Hospital  for  children  living  in  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  area. 

The  large  number  of  cases  referred  by  the  School  Clinics  has  emphasised  the 
inadequacy  of  a  child  guidance  service  which  is  restricted  to  one  half-day's 
attendance  per  week  by  the  psychiatrist.  Urgent  cases  have  by - passed  the 
formal  waiting  list  and  this  has  led  to  it  being  almost  completely  abandoned. 
The  selection^  cases  seen  has  been,  to  a  large  extent,  based  upon  the  estimation 
of  degree  of  emergency  by  the  referring  doctor,  so  that  the  patients  have  been 
mostly  those  presenting  social  problems  e0g,  delinquency,  failure  to  attend 
school,  and  faecal  incontinence  which  school  cannot  tolerate.  This  has  neces¬ 
sarily  involved  a  comparative  neglect  of  those  neurotic  and  psychosomatic  disorders 
which  cause  the  patient  a  personal  suffering  rather  than  lead  society  to  complain 
about  him, 

26  new  cases  were  seen  for  diagnosis;  39  cases  have  been  under  treatment  or 
review  and  have  attended  for  about  100  interviews.  In  every  case  one  or  both 
parents  have  been  seen  at  each  interview.  20  patients  have  been  seen  on  at  least 
one  occasion  at  Booth  Hall  Hospital  clinic.  Children  attending  special  schools 
have  been  seen  on  a  few  occasions  at  those  schools  and  their  cases  discussed  with 
the  teachers.  Continuing  contact  with  Probation  Officers  has  been  possible, 

( f )  Dental  Defects 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Dental  Officer  °  Miss  F,  Seilers8  L,D  S, 

(i)  The  School  Dental  Clinics. 

The  School  Dental  Service  in  Stockport  has  a  Central  Clinic,  108,  Wellington 
Road  South,  which  serves  the  south  side  of  the  town,  a  Branch  Clinic  at  32, 
Heaton  Moor  Road,  for  the  north  side  and  a  Branch  Clinic  on  Brinnington  Road  for 
the  new  housing  estate.  All  three  clinics  are  open  for  the  dental  treatment  of 
school  children,  pre-school  children  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers, 

(  i  i  )  Staff i ng , 

The  establishment  is  one  Chief  Dental  Officer  with  three  full-time  Assistants. 
In  August,  1957,  one  full-time  Dental  Officer  resigned,  and  although  the  post 
was  advertised,  there  was  no  response.  There  are  three  part-time  Dental 
Officers,  The  employment  of  part-time  Dental  Officers  is  found  to  work  smoothly 
and  enables  a  large  amount  of  routine  work  to  be  completed. 

(m)  School  Inspections. 

School  Inspections  were  mainly  carried  out  by  the  full-time  Dental  Officers,, 
and  the  routine  work  was  then  allocated  to  the  part-time  Dental  Office rs0  As 
far  as  possible  the  patients  were  seen  by  the  same  dental  surgeon  each  time  to 
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ensure  continuation  of  individual  lines  of  treatment.  The  period  elapsing 
between  school  inspections  has  increased  in  some  areas  due  to  staff  shortage, 
but  it  is  mainly  about  nine  months. 

After  each  inspection,  the  parents  of  all  children  with  dental  defects  are 
notified  and  asked  to  state  their  preference  for  private  or  clinic  treatment, 
Consent  for  a  general  anaesthetic ,  if  the  dental  surgeon  considers  it  necessary, 
is  obtained  at  the  same  time.  Children  who  accept  school  dental  treatment  are 
sent  for  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  inspection,  as  it  is  found  that  they  keep 
their  appointments  better  than  if  there  is  a  lapse  before  treatment  is  commenced, 

Co-cperation  is  required  by  everyone  to  see  that  all  the  forms  given  out  at 
school  to  children  with  defects,  are  properly  signed,  then  returned  to  the 
clinic.  Some  schools  have  been  sent  lists  of  names  of  children  who  have  not 
returned  their  cards*  These  lists  have  helped  the  Head  Teachers  to  round  up  the 
offenders,  and  if  the  card  has  been  lost,  they  have  obtained  a  written  note  from 
the  parent*  This  has  helped  greatly,  where  previously  there  has  been  some 
doubt  whether  the  forms  have  been  destroyed  by  the  children  on  their  way  home 
from  school* 

(ov)  Three  Monthly  Inspections . 

A  three  monthly  dental  inspection  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  childrens 
teeth  are  kept  in  good  condition  as  caries  spreads  rapidly  when  once  it  starts,, 
and  the  benefit  of  conservation  work  already  carried  out  tends  to  be  lost* 
There  are  now  a  large  number  of  children  who  attend  every  three  months  for 
inspection  and  treatment  if  necessary, 

(v] >  Casuals, 

Head  Teachers  have  a  list  of  times  for  all  dental  clinics  when  children  can 
attend  without  an  appointment,  for  advice  and  treatment*  These  children  bring 
with  them  special  cards  giving  their  parents9  written  consent*  As  the  schools 
are  inspected  more  frequently  the  number  of  casuals  gradually  decreases,  but 
children  who  signed  for  private  treatment  and  did  not  receive  it,  or  those  who 
were  Yio  replies9  make  up  a  good  percentage  of  the  casuals* 

( vi )  Extracte qns „ 

706  general  anaesthetics  were  given  by  a  Specialist  Anaesthetist  and  2,  577  local 
anaesthetics  by  the  dental  officers,  for  the  extraction  of  1,305  permanent  and 
3,692  temporary  teeth.  Less  extractions  have  been  required  this  year* 

(viii  Conservation  Work, 

Once  again  the  aim  has  been  to  carry  out  as  much  conservation  work  as  possible, 
both  for  temporary  and  permanent  teeth*  Too  many  of  the  parents  are  prejudiced 
against  fillings,  and  refuse  to  have  their  children's  permanent  teeth  filled,, 
but  an  attempt  has  been  made  again  to  persuade  them  to  change  their  minds* 

It  is  discouraging  to  see  small  cavities  in  second  teeth  that  could  be  saved, 
becoming  larger  and  larger  at  each  dental  inspection,  until  there  is  no  other 
treatment  left  but  extractions*  After  each  inspection  the  parents  have  said 
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they  would  arrange  for  private  treatment,  which  subsequently  has  not  been  sought. 

6.964  permanent  and  3,459  temporary  teeth  were  filled  in  1957. 

(Vlll)  X " RAYS „ 

An  X-ray  machine  has  been  purchased,  and  a  dark-room  equipped  at  the  Heaton 
Moor  Clinic,  X-rays  will  be  taken  there, 

(ix)  Orthodontic  Work,, 

The  orthodontic  service  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  1945,  and  is  now  well 
established,  All  orthodontic  cases  are  referred  to  the  Chief  Dental  Officer 
for  the  necessary  treatment,  some  by  the  school  dental  officers,  and  others 
referred  from  the  private  dentists,  who  carry  out  the  conservation  work  themselves, 
but  do  not  want  to  do  the  orthodontic  treatment,  316  impressions  were  taken, 
130  appliances  inserted,,  and  603  attendances  were  made  for  inspection  and  adjust¬ 
ment  of  appliances.  As  the  orthodontic  cases  are  completed  they  are  given 
three  monthly  appointments,  and  all  kept  under  observation. 

Consultant  Orthodontic  opinion,  if  required,  is  available  at  the  Dental  Hospital, 
Manchester, 

(x)  Partial  Dentures, 

23  partial  dentures  were  inserted  for  the  school  children,  the  mechanical  work 
being  sent  out  to  a  laboratory.  It  is  unfortunate  that  school  children  should 
require  dentures  at  all,  but  it  is  usually  due  to  the  front  teeth  being 
accidentally  fractured,  knocked  out,  or  that  the  extent  of  caries  renders  the 
teeth  unsaveable, 

( x i )  Pre-School  Children, 

Pre-school  children  are  referred  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  if  dental 
defects  are  discovered  at  their  regular  inspections,  and  in  addition  this  year 
the  five  nursery  schools  in  the  town  have  had  a  dental  inspection.  These 
children  have  been  given  the  same  opportunity  for  treatment  at  the  school  dental 
clinic  as  the  school  children.  In  this  way  much  dental  defects  will  be  cared 
for  before  they  start  school,  and  more  conservation  work  will  be  carried  out. 
Parents  are  as  usual  given  the  opportunity  to  attend  a  private  dentist  with  their 
children  instead  if  they  prefer  to  do  so, 

358  pre-school  children  made  599  attendances  for  dental  treatment  in  1957,  350 
teeth  were  filled,  93  general  anaesthetics  and  60  local  anaesthetics  were  given 
for  the  extraction  of  340  teeth, 

( x ! i )  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers, 

Good  liaison  and  co-operation  exists  between  the  ante-natal  and  the  school 
dental  service,  but  before  any  expectant  or  nursing  mother  is  referred  to  the 
school  dental  service  she  must  have  Indicated  that  she  did  not  intend  to  seek 
treatment  from  a  private  dental  practitioner-  During  1957,  125  mothers  made 
427  attendances  for  dental  treatment,  and  the  following  work  was  carried  out:

All  persons  attending  Prospect  House  Occupation  Centre,  Heaton  Moor,  and 
Beacon  House,  Adswood,  were  dentally  examined* 


( g)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects, 

Arrangements  have  been  made  in  some  schools  for  children  found  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers  to  have  postural  defects,  to  have  regular  weekly  or  twice 
weekly  remedial  exercises  under  the  direction  of  a  trained  teacher.  In  addition, 
use  of  the  modern  apparatus  installed  in  many  schools  during  the  past  year  will 
help  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  postural  defects.  Children  suffering  from  the 
severer  types  of  postural  defect  and  from  other  orthopaedic  conditions  are 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  the  Stockport  Infirmary. 

The  number  of  children  referred  to  hospital  for  treatment  during  the  year  was 
30,  The  number  of  children  with  severe  orthopaedic  defects  admitted  to  the 
Children's  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Marple,  was  7. 

One  child  was  admitted  to  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Oswestry,  Salop0 


(h)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism 

There  have  been  77  attendances  at  the  Heart  Clinic,  6  of  the  65  children  now 
on  the  roll  being  new  cases. 

It  would  seem  that  there  is  now  only  a  limited  need  for  this  Clinic,  Rheumatic 
heart  disease  is  much  less  prevalent,  and  many  cases  of  congenital  disease  can 
be  cured  by  early  operation. 


(i)  Enuresis 

The  treatment  of  this  complaint  is  now  undertaken  by  all  School  Medical  Officers 
at  any  clinic  session  rather  than  at  the  special  clinic  which  existed  hitherto.

(k)  Speech  Therapy,, 

The  Report  of  the  Speech  Therapist  i  Miss  Dc  E ,  Lees 

During  1957  speech  clinics  were  held  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Wellington  Road 
South,  and  Branch  Clinic,  Heaton  Moor  Road,  the  St  Petersgate  Special  Class  and 
Woodlands  Special  School,  Offer ton. 

In  theory,  the  Central  Clinic  serves  children  living  on  the  south  side  of 
Stockport  and  the  Branch  clinic  those  on  the  north  side.  In  practice  however, 
the  majority  of  children  have  to  attend  the  Branch  clinic,  where  8  sessions  a 
week  are  held,  as  it  is  only  possible  to  hold  2  sessions  a  week  at  the  Central 
Clinic,  A  clinic  was  held  for  one  session  a  week,  during  the  first  three  months 
of  1957,  at  the  St.  Petersgate  Special  Class.  It  closed,  however,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Easter  holidays  and  re-opened  again  for  one  session  a  week 
at  the  Woodlands  Special  School,  At  this  clinic  only  pupils  attending  the  school 
receive  treatment. 

Altogether  11  sessions  a  week  are  held  a  total  of  440  sessions  being  held 
during  1957, 

87  children,  69  boys  and  18  girls,  were  treated  for  speech  defects  and  disorders 
during  1957  20  of  whom  were  discharged  as  cured.  45  children  were  still 
receiving  treatment  on  the  31st  December,  1957,  and  89  patients  remained  on  the 
waiting  list. 

Out  of  a  total  of  199  children,  (this  figure  includes  59  who  were  referred 
during  1957,  52  already  receiving  treatment  on  the  1st  January,  1957,  and  88 
already  on  the  waiting  listen  the  1st  January,  1957),  39  failed  initial  appoint¬ 
ments  or  did  not  complete  treatment.  In  addition,  6  children  referred  were 
found  not  to  be  in  need  of  treatment. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  compared  with  1956  the  number  of  secondary  school 
children  receiving  speech  therapy  increased  slightly,  and  the  attendance  of 
these  patients  was  more  regular,  fewer  of  them  leaving  before  completing  treatment. 
On  the  whole,  however,  treatment  of  these  children  is  very  much  slower  and  success 
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less  assured  than  that  of  junior  school  children.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the 
lack  of  parental  co-operation.  The  majority  of  parents  of  secondary  school 
children  are  still  failing  to  attend  the  clinic.,  although  requested  to  dc  so*  and 
therefore*  have  not  the  necessary  knowledge  to  help  their  child  overcome  his 
difficulties.  This  applies  particularly  to  home  practice  which  is  so  important 
in  the  treatment  of  most  speech  defects.

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VIII  -  OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION 

(a)  The  Longfield  Open-Air  School 

Children  are  admitted  to  this  school  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School 
Medical  Officers,  the  conditions  for  which  admission  is  recommended  being  mainly 
debility,  chronic  ill  health,  nervousness,  and  physical  handicaps  of  moderate 
degree*  The  school  has  large  airy  classrooms  and  extensive  grounds,  thus  ensuring 
that  the  children  have  the  opportunity  of  benefiting  from  an  open  air  regime. 
The  children  rest  for  an  hour  after  the  midday  meal  either  on  camp  beds  or  in 
comfortable  chairs.  During  the  summer  months  this  rest  period  is  held  out  of 
doors,  weather  permitting.,  There  are  only  79  pupils  in  attendance  and  so  the 
teachers  are  able  to  get  to  know  their  pupils  more  intimately  than  is  possible 
in  an  ordinary  Day  School,  At  the  same  time  the  children  quickly  get  to  know 
each  other  and  lose  their  feeling  of  strangeness  and  loneliness. 

Breakfast  and  dinner,  prepared  on  the  premises,  are  provided  for  all  pupils, 
payment  being  assessed  according  to  family  income.  In  addition  each  child 
receives  two  thirds  of  a  pint  of  milk  per  day,  part  of  which  is  given  in  a  drink 
of  hot  cocoa  at  breakfast.  The  older  children  have  a  shower  and  the  younger 
children  a  slipper  bath  each  week  unless  excused  on  medical  grounds.  The  primary 
object  of  these  baths  is  not  so  much  to  ensure  cleanliness,  but  to  tone  up  the 
body  and  stimulate  the  appetite, 

The  school  is  visited  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  staff  approximately  once  per 
week.  Regular  cleanliness  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurse,

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The  inspections  classified  as  'Other  periodic  inspections1'  take  place  when  the 
children  are  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  eight  years .  Bearing  this  in  mind 
it  will  be  observed  from  a  perusal  of  the  above  figures  that  parental  interest 
in  the  inspections  diminishes  progressively  as  the  children  get  older*  This  is 
unfortunate  as  parental  co-operation  is  required  if  the  defects  found  at  inspection 
are  to  be  adequately  corrected.  For  example  the  catarrhal  child  needs  to  be 
taught  correct  nasal  hygiene  and  needs  to  be  reminded  frequently  of  the  rules  to 
follow  if  lasting  improvement  is  to  be  made;  similarly  children  with  postural 
defects  should  ideally  carry  out  the  remedial  exercises  at  home  each  day,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  parent.  It  is  much  more  satisfactory  if  the  doctor  is 
able  to  discuss  these  matters  with  the  parent  at  the  time  of  examination  rather 
than  write  about  them, 

(m)  Attendance  at  Consultation  and  Specialist  Clinics, 

The  children  seen  at  the  Consultation  Clinics  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
are  brought  either  because  the  parents  seek  advice  on  some  medical  problem  or 
because  the  School  Medical  Officers,  having  examined  the  children  at  school,  wish 
to  examine  them  further  at  the  Clinic,,  In  most  cases  they  are  accompanied  by 
their  parents.  Children  attending  the  Specialist  Clinics  must  be  accompanied 
by  their  parents,  otherwise  they  may  not  be  seen, 

(b)  Co-operation  of  Teachers 

(!)  Medical  and  Dental  Inspection, 

The  arrangements  made  for  the  Medical  Inspection  of  pupils  on  school  premises 
worked  smoothly  during  the  year;  thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  of  the 
schools  for  their  co-operation  in  this  matter.  Whenever  possible  a  well  heated 
room  has  been  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  inspection 
In  some  of  the  older  schools  the  inspections  have  still  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
classroom  which  has  been  vacated  for  the  purpose.  Head  Teachers  or  their 
representatives  attend  at  the  medical  inspection  in  some  schools  and  are  able  to 
furnish  the  Medical  Officer  with  useful  information  at  the  time  the  children  are 
being  examined. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers  has  been  appreciated  by  the  Dental 
Officers. 

( i ! )  Follow i ng  Up . 

At  the  end  of  each  medical  inspection  the  Head  Teacher  is  informed  of  the  names 
of  those  pupils  who  have  defects  requiring  attention.  The  Head  Teachers  are 
able  to  help  in  the  following  up  of  these  children  in  such  ways  as  ensuring  that 
when  glasses  have  been  provided,,  they  are  worn  each  day  by  the  children,,  that 
children  with  defective  hearing  are  given  a  favourable  position  in  class,  and 
that  children  with  valvular  heart  disease  are  either  excluded  from  games  or 
restricted  in  their  activities.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  matter  during  the  year. 
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(hi)  Medical  and  Dental  Treatment,, 

-  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  for  ensuring  that  their  pupils  attend  for 
treatment  at  the  Clinics  at  the  times  arranged,, 

Certain  periods  of  the  day  are  set  aside  in  the  dental  clinics  for  the  exami¬ 
nation  and  treatment  of  children  without  appointments,  and  Head  Teachers  inform 
the  parents  of  these  times.  Facilities  are  available  for  children  to  attend 
the  Dental  Department  for  advice  and  treatment  in  any  emergency  without  an 
appointment, 

(c)  Co ^operation  of  School  Welfare  Officers 

The  Staff  of  the  School  Welfare  Department  continues  to  do  valuable  work,  and 
close  contact  is  maintained  with  this  Department,
